The first division was made upof soldiers 
from the United States Army in command of 
Col. Looniis L. Langdon, U. 8. A., the United 
States military band, a battalionof cadets 
from the United States Military Academy of 
West Point, three batteries from Fort Ham- 
ilton, three from Fort Wadsworth, two from 
Fort Columbus (Governor’s Island), three 
from Fort Adams (Rhode Island) and two 
from Fort Schuyler; the first -Artillery from 
Fort Hamilton and Light Battery B from 
Fort Adams. This division numbered about 
3,500. 

The Second Division was made upof the 
United States Naval Brigade in command of 
Lieutenant-Commander Asa Walker. There 
were 1,200 blue jackets and marines in this 
division.

The Fifth Division was made up of letter 
carriers to the number of about 1,590, in com- 
mand of Lewis J. Mullen, 

In the Sixth Division were companies from 
‘the New York and visiting fire departments, 
Chief Hugh Bonner commanding. In this 
diviston there were about 1,009 men. 

There were 4,599 men inthe Seventh Divis- 
ion. It was composed of fifteen briga4:s of 
exempt volunteers and veteran fir; aen’s 
associations; Grand Marsnal, Micnael 


seventy-three volunteers, which took part in 
thirty-five engagements in the War of the 
Rebellion; the Volunteer Firemen’s Associa- 
tion of New York City, 809 men and engines;

The Eighth Division was made up of Italian 
and French military organizations. ‘lhe 
marshalin command was T. M. Lemml.

Tnere were 4,000 men In the Ninth Division, 
representing the German-American socie- 
ties. the grand marslal was Dr. J. B. 
Messemer. 

The Tenth Division was made up of different 
organizations, and contained about 12,0) 
men,

The line of march was from the Battery up 
Broadiwayto Fourth street, around Wash- 
ington Square to Fifth avenue, thence to 
Fourteenth street, to Fourth avenue, to Sev- 
enteenth street, to Ninth avenue, to Fiity- 
ninth street, where the ceremonlies attend:

Shortly after 10 o’clock the historic ‘‘oid 
guard,’’ in their white coats, blue and gol 
striped trousers and high hats, marched 
down the avenue fifteen abreast, followed by 
three open carriages in which were Gov. 
Flower, Adjt.-Gen. Porter and the rest 
of his staff in full dress unt- 
form. The Governor’s punctualliy as he 
alighted and took his place on the stand was 
greeted with a well earned burst ofapplause. 
After the Governor had baen sexnted the 
guard of honor marched down Fifth avenues 
to Vice-President Morton’s house, on the 
corner of Sixteenth street, and from that 
point escorted the Vice-President and Mayor 
Grant in a carriage tothe reviewing station. 

At 11:05 a modest little procession was seen 
coming from the Flith Avenue Hotel and 
making straight forthe grand stand without 
accompanying music or other cemonstration 
except a scattering clapping of hands. As it 
drew nearer it was seen that at the 
head of it was ex-President Rh, 
B. Hayes, on foot, leaning on the arm of 
Gen, Anson McCook, Secretary of the Senate, 
and followed by Secretary Charles Foster of 
the Treasury, Secretary of War Elkins, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Rusk, Maj.+Gen. Scho- 
fleld, General-in-Chief of the Army of the 
United States, Gen. 0. 0. Howard and Gen. 
Willlam Broadhead, Chief of Marshal Mc. 
Mahon’s staff. 

The ex-President and his distinguished 
companions were cordially welcomed by 
Vice-President Morton and Gov. Fiower, and 
Mr. Hayes, whose gray hairand beard were 
very noticeable, took his seat at Vice-Presi- 
dent Morton’s left hand, Gov. Flower sitting 
at his right and the Cabinet officers ranging 
themselves behind, 

kx Senator Miiler arrived and shook hands 
heartily with the Vice- President’s party. 

A few minutes to 12, heraided by a swelling 
burst of cheers, ex-President Cleveland 
walked up fromthe Victoria Hotel, escorted 
by H. R. carden and Prof. A. 8. Bickmore. 
He was met at the entrance of the stand by 
Mayor Grant. ‘The Vice-President rose and 
received him with uncovered head and shook 
him by the hand. ; 

Gov. Flower, with uplifted hat, followed 
suit and then ex-President Haves also un- 
covered and Gen. Schofield saluted the ex- 
President, who seated himself to the left of 
his predecessor, Mr. Haves. The reviewing 
party then stood as follows: 

The Vice-President, to his right Goy. 
Fiower, to his left. Gea. Schofield, ex-Pres|- 
dent Hayes and ex-President Cleveland, 
Hardly had the reviewing officers thus 
ranged themselves, when, at 11:50, the head 
of the procession appeared and Marshal Mc: 
Mahon, with his numerous aides, wearipg 
rich crimson and orange sashes, rode past 
and saluted. 

The long gaps in the procession which thus 
early in its progress began to manifest them- 
seives indicated the diMficalties which had 
been found in forcing a way through the 
dense multitudes which everywhere packed 
the streets.

STATUE UNVEILED. 


COLUMBUS HONORED BY HIS COUNTRYMEN IN 
BALTIMORE, 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 12.—The Italians of 
Baltimore paid homage to Columbus, their 
countryman, to-day. 

The ceremonies began with a parade 
through the principal streets by the Italian 
colony, the Itallan Society of Washing- 
ton,. the Adherent Society, the Socl- 
éty of ‘Christopher Columbus and the 


Society Unione Fratellanza together with the 
president of the committee, Mayor of 
the city, foreign consuis, representa- 
tives of the general government, 
judges and honorary vice-presidents. At 
Druld Hill Park, the handsome marble monu- 
mentto Christopher Columbus, erected by 
the Italian residents of the city, Was un- 
veiled and formally presented to the city. 
G. Schiaffino opened the proceedings with a 
short address to the authorities «nd 
was followed by Enrico Mario Scognamillo 
with an address in Italian. The solemnity of 
the occasion was assisted by the bands play- 
ing American airs, Cardinal Gibbons made 
the following address: 

Cardinal Gibbons was the last speaker at 
the unveiling in Druid Hill Park of the beau- 
tirul statue of Columbus, presented by the 
Italian residents of this city tothe municl- 
pality of Baltimore. Cardinal Gibbons sald: 

GENTLEMEN /QF THE MUNICIPALITY, LADIES AXD 
GEN! LEMEN—My remarks will be very brief, as you 
have already listened to long and very able ad- 
dresses. There are two illusttious men to whom, 
above all others, we and our fellow-countrymen are 
indebted for the temporal biessings which,under the 
providence of God, we enjoy to-day. Four hundred 
years ago Columbus discovered this American conti- 
nent,and therefore we are primarily indebted to 
him ior the tand which we enjoy in peace 
and security. Columbus united the skill and daring of 
the navigator,the zeai of an apostie and in his voyage 
of exploration he was not only impelled by the de- 
sire of enriching his sovereign withthe wealth of 
new dominions, but he was also inspired by the lofty 
ambition of carrying thelightof the gospel to a 
people that were buried in the darkness of idolatry. 
Andif Columbus poured forth his thauks to his 
Creator when a new world first dawned on his wis- 
dom—although he was not destined todwell in the 
land he had discovered—how much more fervent 
should be our gratitude since we possess the fruits 
of his labors and of his victory! 

But not for thi8 earthly possession only should we 
be thankful—more for the precious boon of constitu- 
tional liberty which weinherit. May this beautiful 
monument erected here to-day be a nemoriai al ways 
ofthe tiesof friendship and brotherly love which 
will bind together in indissoluble bonds the citizens 
of the United States and the people of sunny Italy. 
And when an American will visit our park and cast 
his eyes in admiration upon this chaste work of art, 
may the contemplation of the statue enkindle in his 
breast a. stronger affection for the historic land 
which gave birth to Columbus. 

And when the Italian will come to gaze upon this 
monument erected to his countryman may it arouse 
in his heart a deeper gratitude tothe people of 
Baltimore. Thev have not only given an honored 
piace to this statue of marbie, but have weicomed to 
their hearts and homes the sons of Italy themselves 
and invited them to a share in all their rights ana 
privileges as American citizens.

Of these reports that of the secretary is 
one ofthe most important. It shows that 
the number of churches is now 6,000, stand- 
ing at 4,986 on the Ist of January last. There 
are no churches ofthe denomination in Del- 
aware and none in Alaska. The East has 2,- 
120 churches, the interior, comprising four- 
teen States, has 1,842, and the West 1,124. 
During the triennium just closing 138 
churches were added in the East, in the 
interior and * 270 in the West, fa total 
of 708. Out of this number 291 have disap- 
peared, leaving anet gain of4i7. The mem- 
bership of the church is now 525,000, the East 
having 302,000, the interior 169,000 and the 
West 54,000. The gain in the past three years 
in the East was 15,000, in the interior 22,739, 
in West 11,660—the per cent of increase being 
the largestin the West. Illinois gained most, 
4,892 members. There were 13,411 infant bap- 
tisms in the East, 10,874 in’ the interior 
and 4, 764 in the West, a total 
of 28,549. The Sunday schools have gained 
15,100, reaching now a total enroliment of 
625,975. The East gained 9,955, the interior 
21,635, the West 13,713. There are now 2,994 
young people’s socicties,with 145,100 members. 
The benevolent contributions in the three 
years were $7,117,073, an average per mem- 
ber per annum of $13.55. It was an increase 
over the previous triennium of $1,138,800. 
The East gave $4,710,734, an average of 
$15.58 per member; the interior 
$2,0 6,649, an average of $11.87; the 
West $399,699, an average of $7.22. 
The home expenditures meanwhile increased 
$4,962,996, reaching a total of $18,929,790, the 
East having $10,852,111. the interior $5,633,207 
and the West $2,444,472. The denomination 
had only 80 churches at the beginning of the 
century. 

rhe American Home Missionary Society re- 
port shows that in 1891 the whole number of 
Congregational Churches inthe States and 
Territories was 2,202. Of the 1,800 churches, 
which have been established in that time 
about five-sixths are either the planting 
of this society or have received 
aid from it. The missionaries of the soclety 
are found now in forty-five States and Terri- 
tories. Thereceipts last year were $635,189, 
a gain intwenty years of $340,623. There are 
3,270 flelds occupied with 961 missionaries. 
The additions to the home missionary 
churches last year were 11,320. The member- 
ship of the Sunday schools in connection 
with these churches is 154,722. The average 
annual expense of the society per missionary 
is $341. Thereare i191 foreign speaking mis- 
sionarles. There are State unions, 
representing 2,500 churches. 

The report has a special section on the re- 
sponsibilities of the Home Missionary Soci- 
ety for the undue multiplication of the feeble 
churches on missionary ground. The evil 
was prououncod too prominent to be denied. 
The society has a rule never to plant a 
church or mission on ground which, in the 
proper sense of the word, is cared for by 
other evangelical denominations. The report 
sets forth that no Superintendent in the 
present empioy of the society had ever, with 
the knowledge of the society, sought to start 
a Congregational Church where it was not 
needed. 

Christian unity isthe subject ofan impor- 
tantreport. The growing interest in the 
cause Of Christian unionis noted as one of 
the most manifest and most auspicious signs 
ofthetimes. The promotion of Christian 
union must begin from within. The Roman 
Catholic bodyis recognized asa branch of 
the Church of Christ and the report wel- 
comes the opportunities to co-operate with 
its members, clergy or laity in the advance- 
ment ol Christian truth and Christian mor- 
als. Theattitude of the Episcopal Church 
coming forward tn England and America 
Dearing an olive branch ts heartily com 
mendel. The following resolution 
is recommended for adoption: Resolved, 
That the National Councll deems 
it of paramount importance that all who con- 
fess and call themselves Christians, what- 
ever their ecclesiastical relations may be, 
should bear ip mina the commandment which 
Christ gave to his disciples, that we hail 
with devout satisfaction the progress of the 
spirit of fraternal anion among Christian 
people of every name;that for the promo- 
tion ofthe end we acknowledge the obliga- 
tion to avoid the magnifying of minor points 
of difference, thereby losing sight of the 
essential principles of Christian faith and 
conduct;and that we reyvard with earnest 
Sympathy and approval the increasing ten- 
dency of Christians of different branches of 
the church to join hands in efforts to diffuse 
the blessings of the gospel. 

One of the most important committees to 
report is tbe one of the Sabbath observance. 
It started out with the statement that the 
validity of the Decalogue is not a matter of 
debate here or itn any evangelical assembly. 
‘*‘Weare not frightened by the bugbear of a 
Puritan Sabbath as something to be feared 
and carefully avoided. There may be the 
remotest possibility that the great command 
can be too strictly and literally observed, but 
the probability is not dangerously lumminent. 

The fact of an increasing disregard for any 
proper observance of the Sabbath is noted, 
Excursions, theaters, concert balis, freak 
exhibitions, base bail, paSsenger traffic, the 
drinking saloon and the Sunday newspaper, 
all are Classed together and come in for their 
share of criticism. 

The infection has spread to the ranks of the 

rofessing Christian, too, and the report 

1iolds that to some extent they may be found 
participating in most of these forms of dese- 
cration. The one offense of Sunday travel- 
ing the church members were especially 
guilty of—that had become so pronounced 
and so eommon that it attracted no 
attention and provoked no comment. In 
steadily increasing numbers church 
members were contributing to this form of 
Sabbath desecration. The love of mouey 
was found to bethe most of the causes of 
evil. Take away the gain which accrued 
from the Sabbath desecration and the dese- 
cration would cease. -Eyen the Sunday 
newspaper, the report held, the necessary 
advocate, apologist and defender of Sunday 
desecration, since it is conspicuous in the 
same condemnation, would discontinue its 
issues in thirty days after the fact was estab- 
lished that it did net pay in Vulgar dollars 
and cents. We should not longer be treated 
to the shallow and silly pretense that it is 
engaged in doing an invaluable moral work.

Arrest of the Perpetrator of the 
Atrocious Butchery. 


HE CUT HIS THROAT TO ESCAPE THE 
TAW’S PENALTY. 


His Wound Not Fatal—The Victim Recog- 
nized—Arrest for Forgery in Chicago— 
A Homestead Workman’s House Fired 
by Incendiaries—A Wife-Killer at 
Large in Wisconsin—Brutal Assault— 
Crime Miscellany. 


GLasGcow, Oct. 12.—The detectives learned 
that McEwen, the murderer of the woman 
found in the garden at Albert road yesterday 
morning, had been seen going in the direc- 
tion of Paisley, and they closely followed. 
This afternoon they found him tying beside 
the road half way between Glasgow and 
Paisley. He hadevidently found the chase 
‘becoming too hot for him, and fearing arrest 
had attempted to kill himself. He had cut 
his throat, but the wound is not fatal. He 
Was placed in a cart and taken back to Glas- 
gow. 

It was reported here to-day tnat the police 
had arrested a man named McNeilly, who 
Was seen on Monday night in company with 
McEwen, the man who, it Is alleged, killed 
the woman whose body was found in the 
garden of a mansion in thiscity. Investiga- 
tion proved the report to be unfounded anda 
that McNeilly was still at liberty. 

McNeilly was a sailoron the Anchor Line 
steame, Furnessia. Inan interview to-day 
he said that he and McEwen met the woman, 
whose horrible murder has created suchigreat 
excitement bere, on the street Monday night. 
AMicKEwen pursuaded the woman to accom- 
pany himto West Lodge, the scene of the 
murder. They all three went tothe lodge, 
the occupants of which were absent and the 
woman occupled a room with McEwen. 
McNeilly deciared that he slept in another 
room and saw nothing of the 
women and McEwen after they retired. 
Early inthe morning McNeilly arose and left 
the house for the purpose of looking for 
work. He denies strenuously having seen 
the murder committedor having taken any 
part in it. 

After several measures had been adopted 
without result to establish the identity of the 
woman,the police ofthe city were ordered 
to look at the remains and seeif they had 
ever seen the victim before. This plan 
proved successful. Several of them recog- 
‘nized her asa person of loose character and 
this accounts for her accompanying McEwen 
to his room and, as it proved, to her death.

EDISON ELECTRIC, 


Report That the Inventor Will Abandon 
the Corporation. 

New Yor, Oct. 12.—It is reported here 
that Mr. Edison is going to withdraw from 
the Edison General Electric Co., and that 
with Henry Villard, Millionaire Pillsbury of 
Minneapolis and others he is going to organ- 
ize a big company to fight whatis known as 
the electric trust. 

In regard to the affair a local paper says: 
‘*¥or several days the report has been circu- 
lating in certain quarters in Wall street that 


Mr. Edison, being no longer able to bottle 

up hig indign: ition at the turn affairs had 
taken, expressed his mind with vigor, and 
wound up by insisting upon resigning from 
the directory. For Edison to resign from the 
directory at this tim whena mighty battle is 
just beginning in the electrical world would 
have made plain what has heretofore only 
been vaguely intimated,that the most serious 
sort of trouble had been brewing ever since 
the Edison and Thomson Houston companies 
were consolidated. Itis rumored that Edi- 
son, Villardand some others propose to es- 
tablish a new company, possibly with head. 
quarters at Chicago, with plenty of capital, 
and a determination tofight tothe end what 
Ss now Called the Electric Trust. 

A few days agofriends of Edisonwho had 
been associated with the electric Might com- 
panies withdrew, and, having Pillsoury as a 
backer, organized a new company with $12,- 
000, 000 of capital, with headquarters at Min- 

neapolis and with a derermination to fight 
the consolidated companies for supremacy 
in the Northwest. 
git is now said that this move will be fol- 
lowed by the establishment of an Edison 
company with as many millions of capital. 
If this is done it will be the outcome of difi- 
culties which are highly sensational, 
although they have been Kept quiet. 

Mr, Edison is reported to have been in this 
state of mind ever since the consolidation of 
his company with the Thomson-Houston 
people, Heclaims that he was misled by 
those In whom he hadconfidence. He was 
particularly severe with Vice-President Insul, 
going to Wall streettosaytolnsul: ‘* This 
is all your fault,’’ meaning by thatthat in 
the deal which preceded the consolidation 
the fact that the Edison interests were not 
well taken care of, was due to the act by 
which Mr.Insul overreached. Edison was 
angry when Henry Villard was compelled to 
retire from the presidency, but the height 
of his indignation . was reached when he 
found that in the consolidation he was thrust 
one side and Prof. Thomson was chosen as 
electrician of the new consolidated company. 
This seemed likea slightupon Edison’s rep- 
utation as an electrician. The Thomson- 
Houston people came from Massachusetts 
and took possession of the Edison offices on 
Broad street. Edison found himself shoved 
off intoa little closet-like room, and he also 
discovered that nearly all of the officers of 

old company had been informed 
thelr services were no longer 
required. Italso reached Edison’s ear that 
a poolof insiders had been formed to peg 
the stock up until it reached a very high 
figure, while neither he nor any of his friends 
had been admitted to that pool. The story 
was told a few weeks ago that Mr. Coffin, the 
Lynn shoemaker who created the Thomson- 
Houston system out ofthe experiment room 
in a Philadelphia college, and who was In the 
pool, had been quietly unloading some of his 
stock upon his unsuspecting fellow-members 
until he got $500,000 or more of their money 
and they gota good block of his stock.

THE VICE-PRESIDENCY, 


Scheme to Displace ths Present Board by 


ve Galariea Commissioners—Presi- 
dent Bartholdt Indulges in a Little 
Theatrical Claptrap—Who the New 
Officers Will Be. 


Last night’s session of the School Board 
was very interesting and full of surprises. 
The proceedings were not without 
certain bumorous and dramatic fea- 
tures. 
coming climax, namely the endeavor of Mr. 
Bartholdt to resign the Presidency, was very 
stagy. Mr. Bartholdt arose, and;in a few 


words, stated that the engagements imposed 
upon him A Bo candidacy for Congress in 
the Tenth trict, obliged him to give up the 
office of President of the board. Instantly a 
dozen members leaped to their feet, tne first 
of whom was Mr. Bus, and importuned Mr. 
Bartholat to withdraw his resolution to re- 
sign. They clothed their petitions with ful- 
some compliments for the honest, energetic, 
progressive and conscientious man- 
ner in which Mr. Bartholat 
had performed the duties of the office, with 
sly hints that his tenure of the presidency 
was a guage tbat he would pursue the same 
course in a higher office. A unanimous re- 
quest was made for Mr.’ Bariholdt to recon- 
sider his intention, which he did. It was 
generally understood that Mr. Bartholdt’s 
effort o shuffle off the cares of the 
Presidency of the School Board was meant 
for stage effect in the litical drama in the 
Tenth Sonureastonal District, in which he is 
now playing a leading role. According to 
the rules of the board, Mr. Bartholdt’s 
successor in the office of Presidency 
will be elected on the second 
Tuesday in November, and his political inter- 
ests would not be impaired if he completed 
his full term. The resignation, the unanl- 
mous request to withdraw, and the hearty 
compliance of Mr. Bartholdt with the re- 
quest were three comic scenes squeezed into 
Mr. Bartholdt’s political drama, — 
TWO MORE RESIGNATIONS. 

Mr. Patrick J. Kelly, representing the 
Tenth District, comprising the Eighteenth 
and Twenty-fourth Wards, and Mr. Walter 
F. McEntire, representing the Thirteenth 
District, made up of the Twenty-fifth and 
Twenty-seventh wards, submitted § their 
resignations after Mr. Kartholdt had made 
his withdrawal. Both gentlemen pleaded 
the exigencies of private business for their 
action, and each received a é goodly 
meed of praise and regret. Mr. Kelly has 
been a member of the board and the Teach- 
ers Committee forten years, but he has re- 
cently moved out of his district. What secret 
motives, ifany, he had for resigning are not 
known, but it is nosecret that Mr. McEntire 
has not for some time beeninaccord withthe 
policy of the board. One paragraph of his 
letter of resignation reads: ‘‘In passing, it 
May not be out of place to suggest, with 
deference, of course, to all, that believe 
the public schools of the city of St. Louis has 
grown to such proportions as to demand a 
change in the matter of its management, and 
for this position I will contend.’’ 

MR. M’ENTIRE’S PLAN. 

In conversation to-day Mr. McEntire said 
that he was in favor of an elected salaried 
commission of five to have entire charge of 
the Board, and that he wou.d endeavor to 
have a measuretothis effect passed by the 
State Legislature. He said that business 
men could not give the unsalaried office 
of Director the attention. whieh it 
required. Tothe —— as to why certain 
members expended money to become Direct- 
ors, Mr. McEntire would make noreply. Mr. 
McEntire’s resignation Is given a somewhat 
grieved tinge by certain brother members, 
who state that he was anxious to become 
Vice-President of the board, but was given to 
understand that after the election for Prest- 
dent next month he would get neither that 
office nor the chairmanship of either the 
teachers’ or building committees. Mr. 
McEntire knew that he had been credited 
with an ambition for the Vice-Presidency, 
and yesterday afternoon, with his resigna- 
tion snug in his pocket, denied emphatically 
having sucha design, A prominent member 
ofthe board, who always speaks from the 
book, said yesterday: ‘‘Mr. Gist Blair is 
slated forthe Presidency and W. H. McClain 
for the Vice-Presidency and the Chairman- 
shipof the Teachers’ Committee, and these 
gentlemen will be elected, without a doubt, 
by alarge majority of the so-called ‘better 
element,.’’’ | 

M’ENTIRE DISAPPOINTED. 

This gentleman also said in reference to 
last evening’s resignations: ‘‘Reasons were 
given by the gentlemen who resigned, and 
they are no doubt the correct ones. But 
when a member of the board approaches a 
brother member and says: ‘Here, if you get 
out of my way forthe vice-presidency I will 
help you into the chairmanship of the Teach- 
ers’ Committee,’ and when the proposition 
is not accepted the proposer resigns then in- 
ferences are in order.’’ 

These'words werea shot at Mr. McEntire 
and the gentieman to whom the proposal is 
allexed to have been made is Mr. McClain, 
the slate candidute for Vice-President. After 
the election will come the appointment of 
committees, andthen the public will know 
what kind of an administration they are to 
have tor a year. 

A little incident of tast night’s session 
which has not been noted was a speech made 
by Mr. Brockman, who rosetoa question of 
personal privilege and stated that the reform 
Board had expended only $43,000 for repairs, 
the baiance of the $122,000 credited to them 
was onaccount of the payment of vouchers 
by the reform Board for work contracted for 
by their predecessors in office.

Jack Chapman Not Engaged to Man- 
age the St. Louis Club. 


HE MAY RETIRE FROM BASE BALL CIR- 
CLES NEXT YEAR, 


The Louisville Manager Discusses Base 
Ball Troubles—How Salaries Compare 
—Adrian Anson for the New Yorks— 
Zimmerman at Chicago Next Week— 
Sporting Gossip. 


Manager Jack Chapman of the Louisville 
club was sitting in the rotunda of the Lindell 
Hotel this morning, a pensive look on his 
genial face and a morning paper in his 
hand. Hehad been reading how Manager 
Von der Ahe had all but come to terms 
with him regarding the management of the 
Browns next year. Asneither Mr. Von der 
Ahe ror Mr. Chapman had broached the sub 
ject either publicly orto each other the par- 
agraph in question must be put down as the 
result of a too sanguine anticipation on the 
part of the writer. 

‘*The statement is incorrect from start to 
finish,’’ said Manager Chapman to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporterjthis morning. ‘‘Mr. Von 
der Ahe has made meno offer, andlam not 
dissatisfied with my present position. Chris 
and myself had a pleasant chat yesterday 
over base ball affairs in general, but Von der 
Ahe said nothingto meabout managing his 
club next season. The fact that we 
were together, however, is in all probability, 
the foundation upon whichthe party whois 
responsible forthe statement had to build. 
The restof it is pure imagination and, asI 
saia before, while 1 amon the best of terms 
with the present Louisville management, I 
have not decided concerning my prospects 
for next season. I have not cometo acon- 
clusion as to whether I will continue In base 
ball or not, although most of my Louisville 
friends are anxiousfor meto remain with 
the ‘Colonels.’ They have informed me 
that a combination of them will purchase the 
club outright if that will guarantee my 
presence there next season. Idonot, how- 
ever, believe that the present owners would 
seliouttoany one. This applies to Pfeffer’s 
friends also, who I see, according toa dis- 
patch from Louisville, are anxious to cap- 
ture a controlling interest. If I stay inthe 
business next season,’’ continued Mr. Chap- 
man, ‘‘Il will of course give Louisville first 
call on my services, providing thelirterms 
equals my expectations. 

‘*The base Dall situation at present is not in 
such a disturbed condition as many imagine. 
Allthis talk about the present organization 
being abolished is rot pureand simple. The 
present organization cannot be dissolved 
without the unanimous consent of all con- 
cerned, An ironclad agreement covers this 
clause and there is no chance in 
the world for it being broken. If 
any of the _ present ciubs must be 
disbanded, the League will have to purchase 
them bodily and 1 dv not think there is much 
chance for hb taking place, as the organiz- 
ation Is as tas deepin debt now as any 
of the magpates desire. Ihe twelve-club 
league will be in existence next season and 
with proper management oughttoand un- 
doubtedly will make money. 

‘*The piayers,’’ said the Louisville mana- 
ger, ‘‘will certainly suffer a reduction in 
salaries, This is unavoidable and 
both the players and magnates 
realize it. Of course Clarkson, Kelly and 
Anson received enormous salaries years ago, 
but the difference between now and then is 
that almostall of the players receive the 
same grade of salaries, one or two stars did 
in 1886, 1887 and 1888. ‘This must be done away 
with and a scale which will pay each player 
according to his ability adopied. 

‘**No one knows better than the players,’’ 
said Chapman, ‘‘that the so-called magnates 
are not putting their capitalin the business 
send poral exclusively. ‘'‘hey must be guaran- 
teed some interest and asthe attendance on 
the whole this season has come very near 
equalling expectations, almost all along the 
line, the only cause that can be assigned for 
the poor showing financially of the different 
teams is tbat the expenses are too high. This 
as almost every one knows, is due to the hich 
salary evil.’’

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SUDDEN RESIGNATIONS. 


Serious Trouble in the Management of the 
Scullin Lines. 

There isasupressed sensation within the 
walls ofthe Union Depot Rallway Co,, on 
Gravois and Jefferson avenue, an 
inkling of which has just came to 
light through the discharge of several 


of the heads of the departments. James 
Scullin, superintendent of the road,a Drother 
of John Scullin, the principal owner, has re- 
‘signed, for reasons best Known to himself and 
which he refuses to divulge, and Mr. Weils- 
mueller, the assistant superintendent, has 
also resigned, for the reason, as Mr. James 
Scullin states, that he had some trouble with 
Mr. Roach, the Secretary, about some horses 
owned by the company. Whenthé road 
adopted electricity as the motive power for 
the road all the horses with the exception of 
ubout fifty head were sold. These were Kept 
at pasture and inthe stables at Gravois and 
Jefferson avenues.

Last Saturday 
night Mr. Scullin, alarmed at the death rate 
among his stock, started an investigation 
which resulted in a discovery of the scheme 
and also resulted in several dismissals on the 
spot.
